SAFETY NEWS 


Have you ever taken a good 
fall, picked yourself up and 
found that all you hurt was your 
pride? Well here are some 
helpful hints, about how to pre- 
vent those embarrasing, and more 
often than you think, dangerous 
moments. 


1. Don't leave file cabinets 
open and unattended. 


Seeeoon't climb up on any- 
thing if you feel dizzy. 


SemeGo slowly up stairs. 
Pon’ it run. 


Seeepon t walk “blind” up 
stairways, carrying so many items 
that you can't see where you are 
going. 


5. Wear proper shoes for 
work. Shoes that are well-fitting 
with non-skid soles. 


pee tt you should spill \some~ 
thing in the hall or on one of the 
stairways of the Hospital, call 
Building Service immediately. 


7. Don't carry dangerous 
chemicals through the Hospital, 
unless they are properly secured 
in a leak-proof container. 


8. Always watch where you 
are going. 


But waft after all this, you 
still fall, remember, there is a 
right way and a wrong way to fall. 


The WRONG way is to follow 
your natural instinct as you fall. 
You tense up, resist, put out a 
hand, straight-arm, to take up the 
shock. 


The RIGHT way 1s to fall the 
way athletes, acrobats and para- 
troopers have trained to fall. 
Don't resist. Instead, relax, 
go limp, try to roll as you land. 
Ease yourself down with bent arms. 


By following the RIGHT way, 
you will be less likely to seri- 
ously injure yourself, than if 
all the muscles in your body are 
rigic.. 


So remember, if you must fall, 
do it the RIGHT way. RELAX - 
GO LIMP - ROLL - it could save 
VOUn LE. es
